The King and Queen, of Italy, arrived at 
Cagliarie Island, Sardinia, on the 2nd. 
They were received with enthwsiasm and 
salutes were fired from ships and forts and 
all the war vessels were brilliantly de- 
cerated. 

The officers of the French and Italian 
fleets attended the theatre yesterday even- 
ing ‘‘ La Marecellaise” and Italian national 
hymns were played amid, the frantic cheers 

the audience and waving of French and 
Italian flags. 

A fire started in Choale & Holisters large 
furniture factory in Oshkosh, Wis., and 
immediately spread to the adjoining build- 
ing and is burning the business section of 
the city. All the neighboring towns within 
twenty miles have been asked to send their 
fire engines there. The loss is $200,000 at 
present, and destruction still continues. 

Before orders of the day were called in 
the house yesterday Sir Charles Tupper 
arose and congratulated the premier on the 
announcement that the government pro- 
posed to take up the Pacific cable scheme 
and carry it through to a successful eon- 
clusion. Premier Laurier expressed grati- 
tude at Sir Charies’ remarks. The debate 
was resumed and again adjourned. 

Despatches from Apia, Samoa, of April 
lst, state that a force of 214 British and 
Americans and 150 friendly natives were 
surprised in ambush at the German planta- 
tion at Vaslele. The rebel force opened 
fire on the rear and left flank of the Anglo- 
American foree. The friendlies bolted, bat 
the marines and blue jackets stood their 
ground splendidly, the Americansand British 
tars firing shoulder to shoulder. The Colt 
automatic gun which was with the landing 
party, became jammed and could not be 
worked, leaving the Americans and British 
practically at the mercy of the rebels. ‘‘Re- 
treat” was sounded three times before 
the marines and blue jackets retreated. 
Lieut. A. H. Freeman, first lieutenant o* 
the Lauranga who was in command of all 
the force, was shot through the heart. 
Lieut. Landale and Ensign Monoghan, of 
the Philadelphia, were also killed. The 
_ manager of the German plantation has been 

arrested and detained aboard the Lauranga. 
The military authorities received instrue- 
tions by cable to-day to rush the soldiers 
and sailors whe came by the steamer Cart- 
hagenia through to Vancouver with as 
little delay as possible,as a transport is wait- 
ing for them. The authorities refuse te 
divulge their place of destination, but it is 
believed they are going toSamoa. News 
of the fighting at Samoa was received at 
Washington with feelings appreaching 
dismay. The secretary of the German 
embassy called early 11 the day upon 
Secretary Hay. Neither official would 
disclose anything as to-the nature of the 
exchange of views that took place. The 
arrest and detention by a British naval 
official of a German subject is one of the 
most dangerous features of the controversy. 
It is said the consuls of three powers 
stationed at Apia claim extra territorial 
jurisdiction and special right to try the 
subjects of their respective counties for 
any alleged offence eommitted. Under 
this practice the German consul Rose may 
demand the surrender of the German 
subject. If the man is guilty it is con- 
sidered improbable that the British will 
yield unless an adequate guarantee is 

iven that he is to be sufficiently punished. 
t is now believed likely that Rose will 
make such promise.

eame in on Monday and are driving through 
the outlying settlements. 

SEEDING is now general throughout the

A VANCOUVER despatch to the Free Press, 
of the 5th, says: ‘* Arthur Ross, who 
formerly lived in Winnipeg, arrived te-day 
from Atlin. Hesays the American camp 
at Porcupine is in a fever of excitement over 
the discovery of what is believed to be a 
vast mountain of copper. Mr. Ross has had 
considerable mining experience and says 
that never in the experience of anyone in 
the north has such an astonishing find been 
made, He says thatthe ore averaged in 
value, according to assays that have been 
made there, 73 per cent. copper and 18 per 
cent. gold. Mr. Ross says that Porter, the 
owner of the find, showed him a piece of 
rock as large as his head and declined an 
offer of $320 for it. The news of the find 
soon spread and men came flocking from 
Atlin and other piaces. Ross arrived there 
Sunday noon a week ago, and before 5 
o’clock that afternoon ninety-two men had 
come in and were staking out claims.” 


MARMADCUKE MAnLy arrived last night 
from the Sicannie river, west branch of the 
Nelson. Mr. Manly left Edmonton in the 
spring of 1898, accompanying the Gifford 
Bros. There are about 10 men wintering 
on the Sicannie, members of the Montana 
party, and he reports great distress there 
from scurvy. Twe of the men are. not ex- 
pected to recover. He left the Sicannie 
with three others, his partner Primevesi ; 
Chas. Farrel anda Montana man who came 
down for assistance for hiscompanions. On 
the road down they ran out of supylies and 
reached St. John after great hardship and 
nearly starved. The Montana man returns 
to the Sicannie from St. John with such 
medicines as he could get for his compan- 
ions. Primevesi goes on westward through 
the mountains returning with a man who 
came to Fort St. John for supplies and re- 
ported washing out $8 a day for forty days 
lest fall on a river the name of which Mr. 
Manly has forgotten. A great number of 
the prospectors at St. John’s will go back 
with him. Thereis some sickness from 
scurvy at St. John also. Through lack of 
feed all the horses wintering'‘on the Sicannie, 
some 30 in number, died. There was no 
feed there as had been reported.

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LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 

The legislative assembly opened at 
Regina on the 4th. 

The speech from the throne as read 
by Lieut.-Governor Forget, congrata- 
lated the assembly on the increasing 
prosperity of the Territories ; referred 
to the death of Lieut. Governor 
Cameron; the departure of Lord 
Aberdeen and arrival of the Earl of 
Minto; the appointment of a third 
member of the executive council ; the 
completing of the consolidation of the 
ordinances ; importation of thorough- 
bred stock ; and dealt with the work 
of organizing the country under the 
local improvement ordinance. There 
ate now 450 districts ready to com- 
mence their work with the opexing of 
spring. The operation of the ordin- 
ance has shown that its provisions 
cannot be made to apply in certain 
portions of the country where the 
settlement is not close or continuous, 
and a measure will be submitted 
dealing with this phase of the ques- 
tion without violating the principle 
underlying the ordinance. 

Necessary means will be asked for 
for extending the wor« of improving 
the water supply in droughty dis- 
tricts. 

The practical test to whom the 
election law of the Territories has 
recently been subjected, has indicated 
the directions in which the procedure 
may be improved, and a measure hav- 
ing that end in view will be brought 
down at an early date. 


Among the measures to be submitted 
are bills declaring the law of partner- 
ship, to provide facilities for winding 
up joint stock companies, for dealing 
more comprehensively with noxious 
weeds, to settle various matters con- 
nected with the organization of 
villages, to establish a more complete 
system for the inspection of stock, as 
well as a number of minor measures.

YELLOWHEAD PASS PACK TRAIL. 

With commendable enterprise many 
western towns have lately discovered 
that they are the nearest poirts from 
which lead trails and routes to the 
scene of the recent gold strike at Tete 
Jaune Cache. Fortunately Edmonton 
needed no such discovery. Its trail 
to the Yellowhead has been in 
existence for the last 21 years, since 
1878 when the historical Mackenzie 
survey was made. The trail was then 
located and cut by Ruttan’s survey 
party, and has been in use by pros- 
pectors, traders and travellers gener- 
ally ever since. 

For the following information we 
are indebted to Dan. E. Noyes, of St. 
Albert, who, as head packer in the 
Mackenzie survey party, took 64 loaded 
pack horses over the then newly cut 
trail in ’78, and who has since travelled 
it many tinfes. Mr. Noyes is confident 
he could go from Edmonton to the 
Swift Current in fourteen days, with 
pack horses not too heavily loaded. 
The trail is good, its greatest and only 
drawback being fallen timber. The 
trail from Edmonton to Lac Ste Ann 
and Island lake is too well known to 
require deseription. The first river to 
be crossed is the Pembina. This river 
is small and easily forded as is also the 
McLeod, the next one on the road. 
The Athabasca is large and not fordable 
and in the early spring is likely to be 
very high. Here Mr. Noyes las 
several canoes which are used by 
travellers to ferry themselves and their 
supplies:over while the unloaded pack 
horses can be safely swum across. The 
Miot river is hext met with and if the 
original Henry House trail is followed 
this river has to be crossed sixteen 
times. This, however, can be avoided 
by taking a trail which branches from 
the main one at Poplar creek, and 
which crosses the Miot only once. 
The next is Moose river, easily crossed. 
The trail follows down Moose lake 25 
miles, to the Frazer which is followed 
to Grand Forks. Along the entire 
route the trail is well defined and 
easily followed, and no bad hills. A 
small expenditure to cut out its fallen 
timber would remove the most serious 
obstacle on the route. 


On the streams and rivers to be 
crossed high water commences about the 
middle of May and lasts until the 
middle of June, after which any of the 
rivers are easily crossed. 

Mr. Noyes was on the Swift Cur- 
rent three years ago with Harry 
Anthony, of Edmonten, and at mary 
places along its bank washed out 
round gold the size of pin heads. 

From now until the rivers break up 
Mr. Noyes considers is the best time 
to make the trip.

Several cattle buyers have been around 
here this spring and secured the sale- 
able cattle of this vicinity at good 
prices, The Farmer’s Thresh- 
ing Co., of Morinville, have had a 
very prosperous year and intend to put 
in a planer and shingle saw in addition 
to the saw mill they are operating at 
present.

They go by the 
Swan Hills trail to Peace River Cross- 
ing and commence work about sixty 
miles east of Jyunvegan, working west- 
ward to a point about fifty or sixty 
miles east of Fort St. John, and con- 
verting the present trail along that 
stretch into a-cart trail. When sixty 
miles east of St. John Mr. McFee 
branches north and westward to the 
Nelson which he will strike at the 
junction of its east and west branch. 
After leaving the St. John trail the 
route travelled will be; East of the 
Pine river about five miles, travelling 
almost due north until crossing Bur- 
bank’s trail, thence northwesterly some 
70 miles until striking Mr. McFee’s 
last summer’s trail to the Nelson 
which is followed tor 25 miles. The 
new route then branches off due north 
until the Nelson is reached. This 
route will be surveyed and cut out for 
a pack trail. 

Mr. McFee’s party consists of 15 men 
in all. They take carts until branch- 
ing off the St. John trail when pack 
horses will be used. The party wiil be 
away until fall.

INSP. ROUTLEDGE’S PATROL. 


Insp, Routledge, who returned to Fort 
Saskatchewan from his northern patrol on 
the lst, was in tewn yesterday. He with 
two dog trains and two drivers, Peter 
Loutit, Jr., and Louis Daniels, left Fort 
Saskatchewan on the Sth of December, 
reaching Chipewyan on the 28th, going via 
Lac ia Biche. Fort Resolution was reach- 
ed on the 14th of January, and from there 
the patrol returned to Chipewyan, leaving 
there for Vermilion and Peace River 
Crossing on the 15th February, travelling 
up the Peace. The Crossing was reached 
on the 12th March. From thence the 
patrol returned to Lesser Slave lake, down 
Slave river to the Landing and thence 
to Fort Saskatchewan. 

At Fort Smith five men from Minne- 
apolis are wintering. One of them, named 
Taylor, was sick with scurvy, bat had con- 
siderably improved on the _ inspector’s 
return journey. About 20 prospectors are 
at Resolution, members of the Yukon 
Valley Prospecting & Mining Co. and 
Helpman expedition. The mail which 
Inspector Koutledge took down brought to 
these men the first word they had of the 
favorable results of the assays of the 
samples of ore taken out trom the lake by 
W. J. McLean. Much interest was natur- 
al'y aroused among them and steps were 
taken to;“procure mining licenses which 
have been forwarded them. The Yukon 
Valley Co.’s claims are located at Fond du 
Lac, on the north shore of the lake 150 
miles northeast of Resolution. When the 
patrol left an expedition was preparing to 
revisit the spot. The shaft which had been 
sunk on the galena claim nearer Resolution 
is down 12 feet without strikinga ledge. The 
rock which has been excavated bears a 
large percentage of galena. Mr. Nagle, of 
Hislop & Nagle, intends having the shaft 
sunk deeper in the spring. 

At Vermilion 14 miners are wintering. 
They came in via Prince Albert. The 
country around Vermilion 1s level and 
lightly timbered, and the soil a rich loam, 
well adapted to agriculture which is carried 
on successfully there. Lawrence Bros. and 
the Catholic mission have saw and grist 
mills operating in the settlement. 


Law and orderare observed wonderfully 
well among the natives of the north. A 
case of assault was the only one requiring 
the penalty of imprisonment. The law 
against the setting out of poisoned bait or 
shooting buffalo is strictly observed. 

Snow in the north was unusually deep 
and the weather exceptionally cold this 
winter. Insp. Routledge’s thermometer 
registered from 30 to 58 below almost 
continuously. Considerable destitution was 
reported among the Indians at Fond du 
Lac on Great Slave lake and lake Atha- 
basca. Relief was given to those at the 
last named place. Insp. Routledge returns 
from his long, hard trip in the best of health, 
te judge by appearances,

toba andthe Northwest. Rev. Father 
Morin brought ninety-seven Americans 
from the Eastern States and C. O. 
Swanson conducted a party of twenty- 
two Swedes. Both parties will locate 
in Alberta. Forty New Brunswickers 
were on the train and they will locate in 
Maritoba. Five hundred Galicians 
who sailed from Hamburg on April 1 
are expected to pass through Ottawa 
in a few days. 

Two hundred and sixty American 
settlers and sixteen cars of stock and 
effects passed Portal on the 6th, 
all from the Western States. About 
130 go to Northern Alberta and 30 to 
other points. Fifteen cars of stock 
and effects go to Rosthern. 


TETE JAUME CACHE GOLD. 


The Golden Era of the 7th contains 
correspondence from Bearer (on the 
main line where the Columbia comes in 
from the north, about 50 miles west of 
Golden) which reports a party of five 
leaving there for Tete Jaune Cache. 
They take a grub stake for three months, 
each man hauling his share on a 
toboggan, and travel via the Columbia 
river. 


Another party of two were leaving 
Beaver with a dog train of four dogs 
and four months grub and mining 
outfit. 


Archdeacon McKay’s party were last 
heard from at Surprise rapids on the 
Columbia en their way in. 

The Era reproduces an article by 
John M. Smith, the first exploiter of 
Tete Jauns Cache mica, in which he 
says: 

“ Swift current takes its source out 
of that portion of the Recky moun- 
tains which is cut through by the south 
branch of the Fraser river and lies east 
of the Yellowhead pass. <t heads in 
from the south, flows north and enters 
the Fraser river at or near the point 
where the nerth and south branches 
meet, some 15 miles east of Tete Jaune 
Cache. To reach that locality there 
are three points from which entrance 
could be gained, viz: From Edmonton 
through the Yellowhead pass, a dis- 
tance of about 480 miler ; from Donald 
or Revlestoke, B. C., via Columbia and 
Canoe rivers, to the crossing of the 
Canoe river,a common point to any 
route south or west, the distances being 
187 and 198 miles respectively ; from 
Kamloops to the same point is 220 
miles and from Canoe river crossing to 
Tete Jaune Cache, 18 miles.” 

In stating the distance from Edmon- 
ton to Tete Jaune Cache at 480 miles, 
Mr. Smith is in error. J. McEvoy, of 
the government geological department, 
who went through that district last 
year via Edmonton with a government 
exploration party, stated the distance 
to be 300 miles, and to quote Mr. 
McEvoy’s own words: “From Edmon- 
ton to the Cache is 20 days travelling, 
with good roads.”
